ae information and copies of regulations which we sent you was 
in response to your request for regulations "in any way relevant 
to any use of the Warren Commission materials of whatever 
character, origin, or description." We believe we have answered 
your request. We are not in a position to advise you concernin« 
your req^st for "any and all rules, regulations, interpretations 
or My other things, such as definitions of records, required by 
me to properly and fully pursue my interests in obtaining what I 
regard as public information," As this request is in the nature 
of a request for legal advice, you may wish to consult an attorney.

If any violations of Federal law had been found 
by the Conanission, the information could have been used for law 
enforcement purposes in the prosecution of the offenders. The full 
language of this subsection was considered in our latter to you of 
June 21, 1971 .
